The response asserts that Beattie fails to disclose the present invention. The response asserts that Beattie does not teach 
nucleic acids from two sources. This argument has been thoroughly reviewed, but is not found persuasive because Beattie 
teaches that " if dual labels are used (one used with a reference sample and another used with a test sample) the two samples 
are hybridized with a mixture of color-coded beads will reveal the two transcriptional profiles (col. 39, lines 15-25). Therefore. 
Beattie teaches nucleic acids from two sources, namely a reference and a test sample. 

The response asserts there is a fundamental difference between Beattie and the instant invention. This argument has been 
thoroughly revi ewed, but is not found persuasive because the teachings of Beattie teach every limitation of the instant claims.
